Sydney, N. S. W.. Feb. 27.—By the 
news received here Tuesday of the 
death of two members of the expedi­ 
tion commanded by Dr. Douglas Maw- 
Bon, another was added to the list of 
antarctic tragedies. 
The party left 
Tasmania In 1911. accompanied by a 
large body of scientific men, to ex­ 
plore thoroughly the regions around 
the southern magnetic pole. 
Once again the British army is af­ 
fected by the loss of a brilliant officer, 
Lieut. B. E. S. Ninnis of the famous 
Royal Fusiliers regiment. 
He w'as a 
close friend of CapL Lawrence Oates 
of the Inniskilllng dragoons, who per­ 
ished returning from the south pole 
with Scott. 
Lieutenant Ninnis >vas 
killed by falling into a crevasse near­ 
ly a year ago. 
His death was prac­ 
tically instantaneous. 
Switzerland 
also 
has suffered 
a 
great loss by death of Doctor Merz, 
a prominent scientist and sportsman. 
After winning the ski jumping cham­ 
pionship In Switzerland In 1908 he of­ 
fered his services to Doctor Maw'son. 
Lieutenant Ninnis was the expert of 
the expedition on surveying and sledg 
Ing. 
Wireless messages hitherto re­ 
ceived from the Aurora do not state 
the cause of the death of Doctor Merz. 
Unfortunately Doctor Mawson and 
six of his companions, after they had 
been picked up by the Aurora, under­ 
took another expedition and were un­ 
able to rejoin the ship, which was 
compelled to leave them to spend an­ 
other year in the antarctic. 
Professor David, who was a mem­ 
ber of Sir Ernest Shackleton's south 
pole expedition, received the following 
wireless dispatch from Adelie Land: 
“Dr. Douglas Mawson and several 
of his men missed the Aurora, W'hich 
bad gone to fetch them under com­ 
mand of Capt. J. K. Davis. 
This hap­ 
pened owdng to unfortunate circum­ 
stances. 
“Lieut. B. E. S. Ninnis of the City 
of London regiment of Royal Fusiliers, 
and Doctor Merz, who w^as ski cham­ 
pion of Switzerland in 1908, are both 
dead.

of prisons and a number of his subor­ 
dinates had been engaged for some 
time in a 
“profitable 
business 
of 
brokerage pardons,” 
through 
which 
they had planned to effect the release 
of Harry K. Thaw’ and others, were 
made before Governor Sulzer’s inquiry 
committee on Monday. As a result the 
committee will place Thaw' upon the 
witness stand and ask him to tell what 
he knows about the most recent at­ 
tempt to procure his release. 
This announcement by the commit­ 
tee followed d bitter attack by Wil­ 
liam F. Clark, former secretary of the 
committee, upon what he termed “the 
so-called prison ring.” 
Clark, who has 
been 
accused of 
using Governor Sulzer’s name without 
the executive’s authority 
in an at­ 
tempt to bring about the release of 
Thaw’, was 
permitted 
to take the 
stand. 
Immediately he launched into 
an attack upon the prison authorities, 
including Col. Joseph F. Scott, superin­ 
tendent of state prisons, and Dr. John 
W. Russell, superintendent at Mattea- 
w*an. 
Dr. James V. May, chairman of 
the state hospital commission, 
also 
was connected with Clark’s insinua­ 
tions. 
Clark asserted that in January in­ 
formation came to him that “the so- 
called prison ring,” made up of Super­ 
intendent Scott and his “immediate 
underlings,” was engaged in a con­ 
spiracy to involve the governor so 
that they “might be retained in their 
profitable business in brokerage par­ 
dons.” 
He declined t(f* divulge from 
whom he had received his information, 
but requested that Thaw' himself be 
questioned. 
Accordingly, the committee will hold 
a meeting at Matteawan, 
to 
place 
Thaw upon the witness stand. He will 
be questioned regarding 
allegations 
that the governor’s name was used 
without authority, and also concerning 
a charge made by Clark that Doctor 
Russell received $25,000 to hying about 
Thaw’s release, $11,000 of which Clark 
says Doctor Russell returned. 
The 
committee 
also 
plans 
to 
examine 
Thaw’s bank accounts at this time. 
At the hearing Colonel Scott added 
his corroboration to that of Doctor 
May regarding Doctor Russell’s asser­ 
tions that Clark told Russell “it would 
be pleasing to Governor Sulzer” if 
Thaw were released. 
Doctor Russell 
also described his dealings with John 
N. Anhut, who, he said, offered him 
the $20,000 bribe.

The rem ark of a hu nter, 
the su bseq u ent sinking of a well and 
the accidental meeting of fou r men, 
constitu ted a chain of ev ents that re­ 
v ealed the greatest single dep osit of 
ore ev er known. The kick of a donkey 
u ncov ered a ledge from which millions 
hav e been taken. 
The man who seeks wealth in the 
mines, knowing what he is hu nting 
for, stu mbles across it at the most 
u nex p ected moment. If he recognizes 
what he is looking for he is in a fair 
way to become rich. 
Sawmill That Opened Up the West. 
In Janu ary , 184 8, near Sacramento, 
California. Jam es Marshall 
of 
New 
Jersey constru cted for Jam es Su tter 
most famou s saw'mill in history . 
It 
q u ickened the p u lse of the world. 
It 
rev iv ed the slu ggish stream s of com­ 
merce. It made men lighting mad. It 
resu lted in wip ing the bu ffalo and the 
Indian from the great p lains. It tilled 
the Pacific ocean with ship s where 
p rev iou sly bu t few sails had been 
seen. 
It cau sed the bu ilding of rail­ 
roads, and laid the way for fu tu re 
millionaires. 
The mill was bu ilt of logs. Marshall 
carefu lly selected a p oint for the tail- 
race, and becau se he decided 
that 
tim e cou ld be sav ed in comp leting the 
mill by p erm itting a flow of water to 
clear the mill-race of the soft dirt, 
his name became linked with the ad­ 
v ance of the western states. The wa­ 
ter w^as tu rned in and, after ru nning 
for sev eral day s, the head-gate was 
closed, to comp lete other necessary 
work. 
Then Marshall noticed a few 
shining sp ecks in the banks of the 
race. He took a step forward, gasp ed, 
halted, flu shed and lau ghed at himself 
u ncertainly . 
The nex t morning. Jan­ 
u ary 19. 184 8, he step p ed into the tail- 
face and p icked u p a few' p ieces of 
brassy -colored 
metal. 
He 
showed 
them to the men at the mill. They all 
lau ghed. 
He p ou nded one p iece u n­ 
der a hammer. He p laced them in his 
p ocket. 
"Throw them away . Marshall,” said 
one of the men, “and let’s get the 
mill tu rning.” 
The nex t day M arshall rode into 
Sacram ento and reining 
his foam- 
flecked horse in 
front 
of 
Su tter’s 
store, Su tter to a rear room, the door 
of which he locked. 
“Do y ou know^ gold when y ou see 
It?” 
.“No. W hy ?” 
Then Marshall p rodu ced the brassy 
bits. 
They hammered ou t a 
p iece 
the size of a half-dollar, and weighed 
It in scales against a silv er 5 0-cent 
p iece. It was heav ier. They tested it 
with acids. They decided it was gold. 


golden 
dream, H. T. P. 
Comstock 
came upon them. 
He declared him­ 
self ‘in on it.” 
He had prospected 
the ground before. He was determin­ 
ed he would not giv e an Inch. They 
conceded him a half interest, which 
he div ided with his partner. 
That 
claim afterward became the Ophir 
ground. 
Its gold-bearing day s were short­ 
liv ed, when an assay er named Mel­ 
v ille Atwood came along. 
Stru ck by 
the ap p earance of the black residu e 
from the ore, he essay ed it and fou nd 
that it ran three thou sand ou nces in 
silv er to the ton. 
Prior to that the 
search had been for gold. 
Now there 
w^as a stamp ede. 
W ithin two y ears 
Virginia City , Nev ada, had a p op u la­ 
tion of thirty thou sand, and the fam­ 
ou s lode named after Comstock has 
p rodu ced in gold and silv er $85 0,000,- 
000. 
The mines bu rrow’ed down to a 
dep th of more than three thou sand 
feet, and for y ears fou ght throu gh a 
rain of scalding hot 
water 
u nder­ 
grou nd. 
In the early 7 0’s it began to “p lay 
ou t.” The p eop le were p anic-stricken. 
Thou sands faced starv ation. Then ap ­ 
p eared a man who seemed to “see 
throu gh the mou tnain.” 
The great 
lode had only been scratched, he de­ 
clared. John Mackay , with Jam es Fair 
and Messrs. Flood and O’Brien, start­ 
ed to sink the Consolidated California 
and Virginia shaft. 
Dark day s w'ere 
on the camp when that shaft went 
deep er and deep er withou t rev ealing 
an Indication of ore. Ju st as the night 
was blackest, and the p eop le filled 
with desp air, the bottom of the Con­ 
solidated shaft p u nctu red the top of 
the greatest bonanza ev er recorded 
in history . Stocks soared. The hop es 
of the p eop le rev iv ed. 
Virginia City 
was a bedlam of ex citement. Millions 
came ou t of that hole. 
In the nex t 
tw'o y ears the Consolidated p aid div i­ 
dends at the rate of 
$2,000,000 
a 
month. 
^ The Chicken and the Professor. 
A chicken was the accidental means 
of halting a p arty of gold hu nters, at 
a p oint which afterward became a 
great city , and the center of the most 
rem arkable mining discov eries 
ev er 
known. 
A grou p of Georgia miners stop p ed 
on the banks of a sandy creek in west­ 
ern Kansas. New Year’s 
day , 1859. 
They had some p ou ltry with 
them 
which they tu rned loose for a few 
day s. 
They killed one. and In clean­ 
ing it a small gold nu gget was fou nd 
in the crop . 
Instantly a town was born. 
The 
men were from Au raria, Georgia, and 
they gav e that name to the new p lace. 
The stream was called Cherry Creek. 
They p anned u p and dowm and within 
a few weeks so many trains of p rairie 
schooners had stop p ed 
there 
that 
q u ite a commu nity had been estab­ 
lished. The Pike’s Peak boom was on. 
From Leav enworth the 
world 
had 
been notified. 
There were saloons. 


“He is p rofessor of metallu rgy 
at 
Brow'n Univ ersity ,” came the answer 
“How do y ou know ?” 
“Becau se I am a Brown man.” 
“College fellow', eh?” 
The man from Brown p ressed his 
claim, and an ap p ealing message was 
sent to the u niv ersity .

Montana, learned there was no u se in 
going to the new diggings.

formation was giv en to them by Jim 
Coleman and his p arty , who were re­ 
tu rning 
They debated together and 
conclu ded to go back to the states.

remov ed the coarse grav el and was 
well down to the bottom of the p an. 
As he began to shake it to rid it of 
su p erflu ou s dirt, and take in fresh wa­ 
ter, he shou ted: 
“ We’v e stru ck it blgger’n all ou t­ 
doors! 
We can own all of M ontana!” 
In an instant his p artners were at 
his side.

Pike’s Peak has alway s been associ­ 
ated with gold. In 1859 a camp was 
located in one of the many natural 
parks on the side of it.

There w» 1 a 
town, district rules were adopted, and 
location monuments established. The 
prospects were promising. There was 
ev ery thing to make a good town—ex ­ 
cept gold.

Finding of the Comstock Lode. 
The chance remark of a hu nter, fol­ 
lowed by the accidental meeting of 
fou r men, is resp onsible for the u n­ 
cov ering of the most sensational body 
of ore in the history of mining. Pros­ 
p ectors swarmed all ov er the state of 
Nev ada in 1S59. They were men who 
had failed to find wealth in California, 
reinforced by immigrants who lacked 
the money to go farther. 
A hu nter, 
whose name is not known, told Pat 
McLau ghlin that there were mineral 
indictalons on Gold Hill. 
They fou nd 
the p lace—and an ou tcrop , bu t 
no 
mineral. 
The grou nd had been p ros­ 
p ected before and deserted. 
It was discou raging. 
They worked 
withou t resu lt. 
They decided to sink

The gold came so fast that the gov ­ 
ernm ent ordered a mint erected at 
Denv er in 1861. Then ev il day s fell on 
the new camp .

cers of the law and hu nted by warlike 
Indians, hu ngry and weary , he gav e 
himself u p .

Mex ico City , Feb. 24 .—A reign of ter­ 
ror has been inaugurated. 
i'rancisco I. Madero and J ose Pino 
Suarez, deposed president and 
v ice- 
president of the republic, hav e fallen, 
shot down in cold blood during a ride 
early Sunday morning from the nation­ 
al palace to the penitentiary . 
Felix Diaz’s threat of Saturday night 
that “ We will use 
such 
energetic 
means as to put an end to rebellions 
forev er,” has been followed by swift 
ex ecution. 
Murder and anarchy hav e been let 
loose to cement the work of the rev o­ 
lution. The Maderistas and all other 
opponents of the 
military 
dy nasty 
which has been established are to be 
ex terminated. Opposition to the Dlaz- 
Huerta regime is to be drow^/ed in 
blood. Martial law alone prev ails. The 
J ails are being filled with suspects. 
News of the fearful deed trav eled on 
winged feet and within a half hour 
there was greater ex citement through­ 
out the capital than there was two 
weeks ago, when the garrison rev olted 
against the 'Madero 
regime. 
Thou­ 
sands of people. 1 jcluding practically 
all the foreign population, gathered In 
the streets, all stunned by what seems 
the grossness of the act. 
Within 
few minutes after the report of the 
killing of Madero and Suarez became 
public, 
representativ es of 
foreign 
countries were besieging the cable o 
flee to send the information to their 
home gov ernments. 
Attaches of the 
American embassy were among the 
first to carry the information to Am­ 
bassador Wilson and Consul General 
Shanklin, both of whom were 
stupe­ 
fied by the report and unable at first 
to believ e it. 
An international phase of the treaty , 
which ia causing great concern, is that 
these two officials were slaughtered 
after diplomatic representations had 
been made by the ambassador from 
the United States In their behalf and 
assurances from 
Huerta that their 
safety would be guaranteed. 
Inv estigation Is Ordered. 
An oflicial inv estigation has been or­ 
dered to determine the responsibility , 
and solemn promises hav e been made 
that the guilty will be punished. 
Not unnaturally , a great part of the

centuries of the notorious “ Ley Bhiga, 
the unwritten law which is inv oked 
when death of a prisoner is desired.

Señora Madero, widow of the ex ­ 
president, receiv ed the first definite in­ 
formation of his death from the Span­

can Ambassador Wilson of the safety 
of his prisoners from just such at­ 
tacks, created a painful Impression in 
administration circles. 
When the first feeling of surprise 
had passed It was realized by officials 
that this last tragic ev ent had added 
greatly to the grav ity of the situation 
and undoubtedly had placed an addi­ 
tional strain upon the already tense 
relations between this gov ernment 
and that in the Mex ican capital.

Deposed Eater of Human Beings Mad 
Palace in South Africa Construct­ 
ed of Victims' Bones— British 
Caused His Downfall. 


Victoria, Sou th Africa.—The Sey- 
chelle Isles, off Africa’s Indian sea­ 
board, have of recent years been tu rn­ 
ed Into a political prison for those 
deposed cannibal k ings whose k ing- 
dc ms have, on one excu se or another, 
been added to the dominions of the 
British crown. 
At present there are 
three political prisoners of note 
on 
the Island of Mahe—King Kobanga 
of Uganda, King Assibi of the Gold 
Coast and King Premper of Ashantee. 
Thou gh all of these ebony royalties 
were enthu siastic patrons of the cook ­ 
ing pot, King Prempeh is by far the 
most notoriou s and the most inter­ 
esting personality of the three, for it 
was his palace at Ku masi that was 
bu ilt of the sk u lls and su rrou nded by 
a neat pick et fence made from the leg 
and arm bones of the people he 
and 
his tribesmen had eaten. 
Owing to an error of ju dgment in 
selecting a British commissioner as 
the piece de resistance for one of his 
feasts, an expedition was 
sent 
to 
Ashantee, the cou ntry annexed to the 
British empire, and its ru ler forced to 
exchange his sk u ll-walled palace in 
Ku masi for a fou r-roomed tin-roofed 
cottage In the ou tsk irts of Victoria, 
the capital of the Seychelles. 
Here, 
su rrou nded by the hu ts of the chief­ 
tains who accompanied him into exile, 
he lives on the meager pension grant­ 
ed him by the British government. 
Clad in the flaming cotton'^obe of 
red and yellow, which is the West 
African eq u ivalent of royal ermine, 
worn over a pair of very soiled pa­ 
jamas, his majesty received me on the 
veranda of his little dwelling In the 
presence of the constable, who gu ards 
him and w’ho acts as interpreter when 
the k ing’s very scanty store of Eng­ 
lish gives ou t.

Former Subjects of Ex-King Prempeh. 


Duration of Twilight. 
The du ration of twilight, which de­ 
pends primarily on the height of the 
atmosphere, varies with the latitu de 
of the place, the season of the year 
and the elevation of the observer. In 
the higher latitu des it lasts longer, 
becau se the su n Is inclined at a more 
acu te angle in setting. Near the eq u a­ 
tor at sea level It does not last more 
than half an hou r, while in latitu de 
40 degrees it continu es for from an 
hou r and a half to two hou rs. 
At 
high altitu des, where the amou nt of 
air above the observer is small, the 
period is mu ch redu ced. 
The length 
of time may be compu ted from 
the 
fact that twilight continu es u ntil the 
su n is 18 degrees below the horizon 
at sea level. It follows that at abou t 
50 degrees north latitu de in midsu m­ 
mer there is twilight all night.

is tfte .v o-cabin boat, hav ing accom­ 
modation for second-class and'-steer- 
age passengers only. 
“We do not expect that the $5,000 
cabin de lu xe class will trav el be­ 
tween Canada and England v ery ex­ 
tensiv ely,” he said, “bu t the bu siness 
that Is to be obtained there will be 
Immensely lu crativ e, and for the next 
ten years the eyes of the shipping 
world will be riv eted on Canada. The 
Panam a Canal, u ndou btedly will re­ 
ceiv e a lot of attention, bu t the bu si­ 
ness in that rou te will be nothing com­ 
pared with the Canadian trade for the 
Immediate fu tu re. 
Panam a will de­ 
v elop and become bigger in the years 
to come, bu t at the present we are 
most concerned with the trem endou s 
tide of immigration that Is being di­ 
v erted from the United States to the 
Dominion. 
“The farm land of the v ast North 
W est is the attraction, and while this 
flood of immigration is at its height, 
the Canadian Gov ernment exercises a 
strict censorship ov er the class of im­ 
m igrants \^ !^itte d . 
In this way they 
are drawing their fu tu re citizens from 
the 
N orthern 
cou ntries 
and 
hav e 
shown an u nwrelcome face to the peo­ 
ple of Sou thern Eu rope.”—Adv ertise­ 
ment.

The lim­ 
its should be extended to include the 
Allison subdivision and other pros­ 
pective city residence sections. 
The 
town should be divided into three or 
more wards of about equal population, 
future increase being considered, each 
ward to elect tw’o of her best busi­ 
ness men as aldermen.

The only present available site 
is the old Pastor Roeder Lutheran 
parsonage property, opposite Beyer 
& 
Boeger's real estate office, now' owned 
by Mr. J. C. Moebling of Mt. Prospect. 
When the time is ripe the Village 
and Township of VTieeling should unite 
on a good suitable location and build 
a substantial two-story and basement 
town hall with all modern improve­ 
ments. 
The first floor for city use 
should have accommodations for part 
of the fire apparatus, council rooms, 
election booths for two precincts, etc. 
The second story, under control of 
the towm supeiwisor, with a good jan­ 
itor, should have a large hall suitable 
for all public occasions, the rentals 
from which for other affairs would 
pay all cost of maintenance, janitor 
services, heat, light and incidentals. 
The township would thus save ex­ 
pense of hall rent and would be paid 
county and state election rentals.

The present grounds are all 
right for a pumping station and fire 
apparatus, but the new hall should be 
located near the center of population.
